The mammoth liner has 
acebmplished the trip with over 
four hours to spare, when con- 
trasted with the record of four 
days, eleven hours, and forty- 
two minutes, sct up last year by 
the Normandie on her maiden 
voyage from Southampton to 
‘New York. Although in) ordey 
to secure the blue riband, the 
Queen Mary has to improve on 
the Normandie’s west-to-east 
crossing, (when an average of 
30.31 knots was attained, com- 
pared ..with:_-30.01-—Icnots__now.

We are glad to say there has 
been no hectic reaction to the 
stopping of the British steamer by 
a Spanish cruiser, Some reports 
mifde the most of this story that 
the British warships, which sped 
to the rescue of the arrested vessel, 
were cleared for action; but that, 
obviously, was no more than, a 
matter of routine. There will be 
no shots fired by: any . British 
man-o-war, wo take it, unless 
British nationals and property are 
deliberately . attacked. Britain 
docs not want to take sides in the 
Spanish imbroglio, If she were 
locking for nan excuse it. would not 
be hard to find., But the fact that 
she has declared for neutrality, 
that she has accepted the. apology 
of the Spanish captain who stop- 
ped ‘‘the ‘British ship, that ‘no 
further’ action is ‘contemplated, 
does not mean that His Majesty's 
Government ‘will suffer the moles- 
tation of its ships upon the high 
seas without determined, even 
drastic action, in future.

Michael E. Sadler contributes an introduction. 


The volume is less 2 treatise 
on the changed conditions in 
China—moral, philosophical and 
educational—than a serics of 
essays in which contrasts are 
drawn between the systems of 
the East and the West, with 
particular reference to the new 
spirit which is arising in’ the 
country, ; : 


The author submits that the 
Confucian doctrine and the old 
schelastic methods are inadequate 
to the needs of to-day, but at 
the same tinie’ agrees that the old 
Jearning must be preserved, al- 
though it can never again occupy 
the-proud-position-it-held-in-the 
Past. He suggests that a new 
group of scholars will eventually 
emerge in’ the universities, who 
will devote themselves to Chinese 
studies, not with a view to secur: 
ing public appointments, but out 
of pure love of learning. 

The mistake of the past, says Pro- 
{fessor Forster, was the exclusion of 
scientife thought from the Chinese 
scheme of education; the danger of 
the present Is the crowding out, and 
therefore exclusion, of cultural and 
ethical studies. . + 

In general, the author's analyses 
are sound, but not all his submissions 
wil find universal acceptance. 

Professor Forster himself {s con- 
scious of the dangers of generalising 
when he says that no European corn- 
mits so grave an crror as to assume 
a_unlformity of thought and mind in 
China; yet he contends that the view 
that man’s nature Is fundamentally 
Good Is accepted and acted’ upon by 
the Chinese, this contrasting with the 
Western doctrine that man fs born 
in sin ahd therefore. Is . subject to 
innumerable restraints and’ penalties, 


rIt.is arguable whether this Is a cor- 


rect Interpretation of majority’ view 
in cither hemisphere, * 

The book covers a wide variety of 
subjects, ranging from - political, 
educational and philosophical issues 
to impressions of Shanghal and Can- 
ton, and the volume ends rather 
abruptly with a culogy of Dr. Hu 
Shih. F . 

“‘There.|ls no conclusive summing up 
of'the {issues raised. None the iess, 
the book is a timely additlon to the 
literature on China, and, above oll, 
it is-marked by sympathy of treat- 
ment,
